ern Cape of James River :) their deftina- 
tion being unknown, X 

Ga the ad of January 178m information 
was received that they had entered James 
River, their advance being ‘at Warraf- 
queak Bay. Orders were than ifiued for 
calling in the militia ; one fourth from 
fome counties, and one half from others ; 
which: ordes were conveyed to their re- 
fpective counties by the Legiflaure which 
rofe on that day. The Governor. 
at the fame time diredted that the records 
of itate fhould be removed into the coun- 
try, and the military ftores fhould be tran- 
{ported from Richmond to Weftham, 
miles.above onthe river, from whence 
they were to be conveyed acrofs tht 
tiver. 

On the 3d, the enemy were reported 
to be a hore ‘diftance below Williamf- 
burg in a fituation convenient for land- 
ing, fhould Williamfburg have been their 
object. eo? 

On the. 4th, information was received 
that they had pafledCannon’s and Wood's 
the evening before with a ftrong eafterly 
wind, which clearly pointed out that 
either Peterfonrg or Richmond was their 
point of deftination. “The whole militia 


was then called in from the adjacent 


counties. ar be 


‘On the Sth, it was flated that the ene- 
my had landed and were drawn up at}. 


Weftover, on the north fide of the river 
and 25 miles below Richmond.—Rich- 
mond of courfe being their place of def- 
tination, orders were given to waggon no 
more of the military ftores to Weftham, 
‘but to throw. them directly acrofs the ri- 
yer. Having attended to this operation 
until an hour and an half in the” night, 
the governor rode up to the foundery,one 
mile below Weitham 3; ordered Captains 
Bufh and frifh and. Mr.’ D. Hylton to 
continue waggoning to. Weftham, the 
arms and ftores which were ftill at the 
foundery, with theview,ofconveyingthem 
acrofs the, river; proceeded from thence 
to Weitham, for.the purpofe of: accele- 
rating the tranfportation of fuch‘ftores as 
had already arrived ; and.from thence re- 
paired to Luckahec, 8 miles aboveand on 
the fame fide of the river where he arriv- 
ed after midnight. | 
Un the 6th, after fending his family to 
a place of fafety, the Governor repaired 
to _Britton’s on the fouth fide of the river 
oppofite to Weftham, where finding the 
arms and ftores thrown togetherin a heap 
near the fhore, and expofed-to the can: 
non of the enemy on, the oppofite. fide 
of the river, he had them removed under 
cover of an adjacent point of land. From 
thence he proceeded te Manchefter, op- 
polite to.Richmond, where ke found the

ehemy had-already arrived atı P. Mi 
Seeing that the arms were fecured, he 


repaired to Cheetwood’s to have -an*in- 
terview with Baron Steuben,whe had ap- 


pointed that place ag. a- rendezvous and: 


‘Not finding him here, 


and underftanding that the Baron had 
jintended to be at Col: Flemming’s,” 6. 
miles above Britton’s,he proceededto that 


place. In the meantime~a detachment 


of the enemy hadarrived at Weftham,

:0 the Governoriat Col F’s with terms of 


ranfom for Richmond. »Thefe were: re-. 


jected with thé-indignation which they 

deferved.. The Tate Mr. Buchannan of 

Richmond was one of the deputation. 
On the 7th, the governor ‘returned to 


Britton’s with the view of more eftectual-. 


lyfecuring the-boeks, papers, &c. The 
enemy having. burnt fome ftores and 
houfes deferted Richmond. after a rèfi- 
denceof 24 hours,and:encamped at Four- 
Mile Creek 8 or z0.miles below if. 


On the Sth,the governor having review-. 
ed the ftate of the-arms of Britton’s, re-' 


paired to Manchefter, where he lodged 
that night. 

Early in the morning of the oth: he 
crofied.over to Richmond and once mare 
fixed his refidence in the capita}. In the 
meantime the enemy-were detained at 
Weltover by an:Eafterly wind. 

On the 13th: they effected theitretreat 
down the river, 

During all thefe tranfa€tions, the A- 


merican forces were fcattered in differ- 


ent detachments,:.and amounted to-no 
more than 2300.ment 300 militia under 
col. John. Nicholas at the foreft, 6 miles 
off from Weftover ; 200 under general 
Nelfon at Charles‘ City Court Houfe, 8 
miles below :..1¢00 under col. Gibfon, 
‘and 800 under Baron Steuben, on the 
South fide of thexriver:

First approach of the enemy to Richmond} 

:“ Col. Wm. Fatham, fays,” Being at 
Richmond in the time of Arnold’s inva. 
lion 1780-1, and hearing that an exprefs 
had arrived at the governor’s with intel- 
ligence ‘of the approach of aii invading 
enemy; I immediately rode to his houfe, 
and met governor Jefferfon walking out: 
He liad received fuch an exprefs, but as 


colleét any thing in regard-.to the lofs of 
the public records:and other, valuable pa- 
pers in the year 1781, during the invafjon | 
of the Brififi.army, when Mr fefferfon 
‘was governor, I well remember that he: 
appeared extremely anxious, and very 
active in having themi removed from 
Richmond, and dépofited in a. place of 
fafety, and if poffible, entirely out of the 
reach of the enemy : and. for that and 
other duties of his’ ofice’ as chief: 
mafiftratey did remain in town fully as 
long, a8 was eithef proper or. prudent. 
for him fo to.do, without manifeft dan- 
ger of becoming the prifoner of the -in- 
vading army, who were falt approaching’ 
the feat of governmeni, without dny 
efficient force that could at that time be

main body at Richmand. I followed the 
picker carefully, emtered’ Mr. Duval’s 
houfè at Mount Comfort while the floors 
were wet with liquorsdpilt by rhe Bricith 
foldizrs and puthet Richmond from 
whence the army had firft_retreated.— 
Here one of our well affected citizens, I 
think old Rixhard Gkauch referted me to 
ofes Tredway, in Manchelter who'con- 
ducted me to Mr, Jefferfon, at a honfe 
then occtipied by Mr. Evans, and here: I 
delivered my difpatch, aud fpent part of 
the evening.: I .underftand the enemy 
entamed that night at Four Mile Creek 
about 100r 12 miles off,and were then on 
their retreat.”

Having in my: lat number finifhed 
the propolition, that juftice can be ad-

equūal-certainty and- purity, and with 
greater difpatch than in the general court, 
I fhall now proceed to prove my fecond 
pofition—That in ths county courts, 
juftice can bë adminiftered with lefs ex- 
pence-of time and money, than in the 
general court. 

The. proof of this prepolition will 
flow as a neceflary confequence, by firit 
eftablifhing the fact, that the fuitors and 
witnefies who attend the general court, 
‘mutttravel from home-an average dif- 
tance of 53 mues; thofe who attend the 
county courts, £4 miles. My realon for 
fixing 53 miles to the general court is 


ern fhores, to Annapolis and Ea(ton.* - 
_If the calculations as below ftated ate 


that each perfon who attends the general 
court from the’ centre of his county, 
muft travel the’ average diftance. of 5¢§ 


diftances from the CENTRE of each:caun- 
ty to Eafton and Annapolis, they amount, 
to 1045 miles. Now the ftate is com- 
pofed of rg counties, and if one perfon 
attends from each county, it divides the 
whole number 1045 by 19, which gives 
to each $5 miles as his proportion of the 
whole diitance. - Lhe allowance of 14 
miles as an average diftance to the coun- 
tycourts is rather large, as few of the 
counties have their court-loufeés 28 miles 
from the county line; but I was willing 
to make this kind of admiffion againft 
the counties, in order to fix the differ- 

ence of diftance as 4 to 1. 

Let us now calculate the difference of 

jexpence in conducting two fuits, one 
in. the general-court; and'the OTHER in 
the county court; with only Two wit- 
neffes on each-fide, and attending THREE 
TERMS. 
Before, however, this calgelaGan is 
offered, it fhould be remarked, that it 
will make a material difference to the 
fuitor in the expence of his caufe, whe- 
ther it is litigated on the Weltern or 
Eaftern fore, as in the frf cafe the 
cofts of his: witnefies will be as.9 to 6 
the greater. A fimple fa& will prove 
this. Inthe ftatement as before exhi- 
bited,. the whole Weftern fhore diftance 
equals 687 miles, and this divided by 11, 
(the :number of the Weftern fhorc coun- 
ties) gives 62 miles travel to each wit- 
neis on that. fhore. - The Eafterm thore 
diftances are 358, which heing divided 
by 8 {the number of Eaftern {hore coen- 
ties) gives 44 miles. - Hence. the. mere 
ITENERANT charges on the Weltern 
thore will equal 6 days allowance, that 
is, 9 dolls. while thofe on the Eaftern 
fhore cannot exceed 4 days allowance, 
that isy 6 dolls, 

My readers will recolleét, that the per 
diem in -the-general court is fixed at r 
doll. ‘50° cents; and that the itinerant 
charges are calculated at one day’s allow- 
ance for every 2 miles in going to court 
and returning home. This makes the 

xpence of cach witnefs on the Weffern 
fir e equal to 10 dolls. so‘cts. every,term 
fhall attend, as he muft vavel 120 
miles, and. be detained one day at/court. 
Now for three terms attendance /he will 
receive 31 dolls, +0 cts. and hi brother 
‘witnels the fame, making jn‘al} 63 dolls. 
And as the oppofite party mik: expend 
‘the fame amount, the conffquence if, 
that: the united: expences gf both will 
equal 126 dolls. ` In the general cgurt 
on the -Esfera foere, the cxpendifures 
will certainly’ be lefs, in the proportion 
of one third, or the allowance pr 40 
miles 4s to 60.

the confequences’ to himfelf and family. 
would be of the moft-ferious import.— 
Heace in the general court JUsTyCR is

In the county courts the /fituafion of 
the parties would, ue far Jels unequal,

Dut if the per diem 
were aCtually demayided, the fix witnef- 
fes could only be entitled, ‘each to two 
dollars, and fareWy 12 dolls. is far tafier 
to be collected than 6o or 7o.

efforts-wauld be fufficient to-reduce his 
town, and oblige him to retire to the 
mountains... This. ackno wledgement-at 
once precluded the poflibility of acqnir- 
ing any honor by our arms ; but indeed 
the reverfe.- as it would have been perfe» 
cuting an enemy, who, in anticipation 


ledgment, felt himfelf more thar half 
vanquifhed, and who perhaps in his fa~ 
vage perturbation, might baye cartied 
his refentment to the facrifice of 300 of 
our unfortunate countrymen, whom 
chance had placed in his powers.” 


«œ Gommodore Barron owing to rhe debi- 
litated state of bis constitution was con- 
itrained to resign the command of the squad- 
ron to captain Rodger.;.on the 22d of May. 


The following isa copy-of a letter from 
Capt: Hull of the“ Argus to Commo- 
dore-Barron, dated. 

s Argus, (Derne } April 28. 

4 SIR, 
“ I have the honer tò inform you, 
that at ọ-o'clock in the morning of the 
27th, being about ten miles to the eaft- 
ward of the town of Derne, with the Hor- 
net in company; we difcovered the Nau- 
tilus at anchor, very clofe to the fhore, 


had fallen in with Mr. Eston’s army, as 
he-had been fent on fhore for that pur- 
pofe the day before.—We made all- fail 
forthe Nautilus, and at half pat 10, 
fpoke her, and was informed by Cap- 
tain Dent, that he had a communication 
with Mr, Eaton the night before, and 
that he. wifhed the ficld _ pieces landed- 
às- foon as poffible, that Mr. -Eaton ‘in- 
tended.to make an attack as foon-as he 
could get poficflion of them, being then 
only about two:and a half miles from the 
town of Derne,-and the enemy having 
fent him a challenge.—I hoifted out our 
boat and feat’ the field pieces on fhore, 


with fuch fuppliesas Mr. Eaton wanted ;} 


but on approacliing the fhore we found 
it was-impoflible to land the guris, with- 
out hauling them up an almoft perpendi- 
cular rock 20 fect-above the boat, ‘but 
with the perfeverance of the officers and. 


the landing-of one of them, by “hauling 
it up the fteep rock. Mr, Eaton finding

that we thouldicfe time. in landing the 
other, he fent it off again informing me 
that.he fhould march for the town, as 
foon as he could pofibly mount the field 
piece, that he had on fhere—I gave Lieut. 
Evans orders to ftand ciofe in fhore to 
cover the army whilft they ‘vere prepar- 
ing to march, in cafe the enemy fhoukd 
come out againft them, as they had-alrea- 
dy made their appeararice in large. num- 
bers cutfide of the town. J gave orders 
for the neceflary preparations to be made 
for the attack by fea upon the town and 
tood down very clofe tothe town. At 
2 P. M. Mr. Eaton began the attack by 
land, at the fame time the Hornet, Lieut. 
Evans anchored with fprings on her cea- 
bles within roo yardé of the battery of 8 
guns, and commenced a heavy fire upon 
it, the Nattilus took her ftation to the 
eaftward of the Hornet, about half a mile 
diflant from fhore, and opened upon the 
town and Batteries ; the Argus anchored 
a Nttle without, and to the eaftward of 
the Nautilus, arid began firing on the 
town and batteries.—The fort kept up a 
heavy fire for about an hour, after which 
the fhot flying fo thick about. them, they 
abandoned it, and ran into the town and 
garderis.back 3 the guns of the. veffels 
-were then turned on the beach) and kept 
up a heavy fite upon the enemy, to clear 
the way for the few brave Chriltians Mr. 
Faton had with him; to enter the- fart, 
‘as they were gaining ground. very fait. 
though a heavy fire of mufquetiy was 
conftantly kept up tpon them, from: be- 
hind the houfes and old wals near the 
fhore. - ; 3 

At aboat-half pat 3 wë had the fatit- 
faction to fee Lieut. O’Bannen of the 
marine corps, and Mr, Mann, midfhip. 
man of the Argus, with a few brave fel- 
lows with them, entered the fort, hau- 
led down the enemy’s flag and planted 
the American enfign on the walls of the 
battery. On turning the guns of the bat- 
terv on the town,they found that the ene- 
my had left them in great hafte; as they 
were primec and loaded at their hands. — 
Whillt our men were turning the guns 
of the battery on the town, Hantet Ba- 
{haw had raken poffeflion of the back part 
of it, whieh brought the enemy betwixt 
two fires, that foon filenced. them, and 
abour 4 in the afternoon we hid com: 
plete pofleffion of the town and fort ; fent 
all our. boats-on fhore fer the purpofe of 
carrying atimunitions td the fort arid tô 
bring off thé wounded men; ds foon ‘as 
pofible, tharthey might te drefled.— Mi. 
Eaton’ gave the necefary orders at the 
fort and went inte the town to fee every 
thing quiet and to arrangements for its 
being weil guarded, during the night.—

“IP is with the ‘mingled emotions of 
pity and contempt that L-write. [know 
not at this moment whether, like Demo- 


in imitation af Heraclitus, to pour forth 
the tears of forrow at the follies of man. 
To view man, the firft in arder of cre- 
atéd beings, proftrate himfelf before the 
thrine of -folly—to view every faculty of 
his foul parallifed by the admiflion of 
abfurdity—to fee him unconicious: of 
his fate; inextricably ‘wrapt in the fold- 
ings and windings of error, 1s a fight 
whence I Would turn with indifference 
if pofible. Something undefaable, ir- 
reliftibly impels me to tear away the co- 
verings which conceal the pit-falls of 
error—to diveft the idol of fier trappings, 
and fhew her naked and deformed.: That 
I fhowld then excite the moft lively fen- 
fations of refentment, and ftir to a phren- 
fy the ebullitions of rage, was what I 
expected but not what I intended. 


To attack the prejudices of mankind 
is tł attack an a!mo{t impregnable for- 
trefs; for realon is trampled under foot 
when the paffions triumph, -and paffion 
willever be enlifted in defence of opi- 
nions that have long been cherifhed as 
the legitimate offspring of truth, and 
foftered as, thé adopted pfogeny of the 
brain—They become affimilated to our 
nature, and ‘ entwined in every fibre” 
of our hearts. The avulfioh by which 
they are torn from our affections and ex- 
pofed as ridiculous, is bitter, and we 
almoft view him with diiguft who has 
roufed us from this pleafing dream of 
error. Though fuch weré my expecta- 
tions, I was determined, if not unable, 
to eradicate the poifonoys weed: which 
had fprung up among the flowers of re- 
ligion, which forbid their ‘flourithing, 
and repreffled by its noxious influence 
the growth of genuine piety. To hear 
the burits of {purious zeal: echoing a- 
round—to view thofe who once were 
rational beings, tumbling, rolling and 
kicking On the floor with all the frantic 
actions of infanity; were what I thouglit 
the loweft depths of. abfurdity ; and who 
could have imagined that a juftification 
of fuch proteeditigs would ever be at- 
tempted? But “in the loweft depths 
they found a lower ftill,” ‘atid exhibited 
to the eyé of the world this truth, that 
folly is often’ progreffive, and that he who 
once is bewildered in the mazés of erfor, 
often wanders and {trays without a clie 
to guide him thiough the ** windings of 
her labyrinth.” ; sci
